HAMMER SMASHES RECORD 


The race of the days was the 250cc 
main event with over 25 entries. The 
winner was #16 Dick Hammer on a 
250cc Suzuki, hotly contested by 
#53, John Buckner, winner of this 
class atthe last Carlsbad event. The 
positions changed no less than four 
times and Buckner was leading going 
into Turn two on the last lap but 
went wide, left the course and fell, 
allowing Hammer to take over and win 
the event. In doing so, Hammer 
smashed the all-time course record 
with a lap time of 1.13.70. 

The fans were very much sur- 
prised by a rider we had never seen 
before #87, Robert Beard from Tuc- 
son, Arizona riding a Yamaha. Robert 
had raced only one road event before, 
but he is an excellent dirt rider in 
the Tucson area. He pretty well 
shocked the locals by going out and 
thoroughly trouncing them in the 
five-lap heat race. We hope that he 
has an opportunity to come back to 
California and compete in some of 
our up-coming events, 

In the 100cc event, Barry Her- 
rmann, last year’s 100cc national 
champion, was the winner, but not 
without tremendous competition from 
this year’s point leader, Jeff Paster- 
nak. Herrmann broke out into the 
lead and led for the first four laps 
of the event, followed by Koshino on 
his 50cc Suzuki, Pasternak and Don 
Anselm. Throughout the entire 8 lap 
main event, the front four runners 
were within a bike length of each 
other and the leading positions chan- 
ged frequently. On the second to the 
last lap, Herrmann and Pasternak 
went into Turn one side by side. 
Pasternak applied too much front 
wheel brake while leaning over and 
the bike washed out from under him, 
causing him to take ahard fall which 
resulted in his being taken to the 
hospital. He is O.K., suffering only 
minor bruises. This allowed Herrmann

Our boss, who is a 
pretty cool guy said he would pay us to- 
night because we told him we were pretty 
low on cash. 

We drove over to Lloyd’s house to get 
our checks. He said he wasn’t going to 
take out any taxes because it was too 
much work. This is a real groovy deal 
for us. Another thing that saves us money 
is that ever since we left Texas, I mean 
Arizona, we have never had to pay more 
than 19 or 18 cents per gallon of gas. 

After that, we cleaned up, which is a 
task in itself.

He 
credits Fred Moxley with starting 
him in his career as a racing me- 
chanic.

removed and the oil rerouted with 4 
inch copper tube. 

A Barnett clutch is used to handle 
the added power. The transmission 
which is stock except for switching 
the second and third gears to provide 
closer ratios. It has not been found 
necessary to drill extra oil passages 
to the cylinders from the gallery 
that crosses the front of the cylinder 
block as is often done on the 350cc 
conversions. 

Moving up to the head, a great 
deal of work has been done to the 
ports and combustion chamber. All 
the carving in the ports and combus- 
tion chambers conforms to the dic- 
tates of flow testing equipment and 
dynamometer. Work on the head pro- 
vides a 10% to 1 compression ratio. 
The ports are plugged by standard 
Honda valves actuated by an experi- 
mental Harman & Collins camshaft 
whichis but the latest in a long line 
of cam types. 

The fuel mixture is supplied by 
the 26 mm carburetor normally found 
on the larger CB 77. Tuning of the 
intake and exhaust tracts was di- 
rected toward widening the power 
spread and increasing the torque 
rather than peak power. 

The end product of all this work 
is ‘‘30 horsepower’’ at the rear wheel 
with racing power available between 
8000 and 11000 rpm but usable power 
is to be found as low as 6000 rpm 
and over-revving seems to have no 
effect other than a drop in the en- 
gine’s output. 

Although the engine is torn down 
after each race, maintenance is 
usually restricted to a normal tune- 
up, a valve grind every two weeks, 
and a set of rings every eight to ten 
races. 

Extensive use of aluminum and 
fiberglass has brought the Honda’s 
weight down to 225 pounds. Perfo- 
rating the head, cylinders, and cases 
with a few hundred holes could drop 
the weight a couple of ounces but it 
is not considered worth the effort-- 
yet. 

Handling improvements have been 
wrought by lengthening the swinging 
arm three inches and using nine 
ounces of 30 weight oil in each fork 
leg rather than the recommended 20 
weight. Solid struts have replaced 
the rear suspension unitas is stand- 
ard procedure in flattrack machines. 
Adoption of the hydraulic. steering 
dampner from the CL 72 Scrambler 
has greatly improved the stability of 
the bike, riders report. 

Removal of the alternators stator 
to eliminate its power-robbing drag 
has resulted in the adoption of a 
total-drain ignition system. Excel- 
lent results have been obtained with 
this system in which a battery pro- 
vides the contact breakers with cur-

rent without the benefit of a charg- 
ing system. 

High performance is the goal and 
that is just what they get. With the 
gearing used at Ascot, top speed is 
about 85 mph and the average speed 
is kept up to 80 or so by the excel- 
lent handling of the machine and 
good acceleration. 


CHASING STEEPLES 

A steeplechase (TT) mount starts 
with a CL 72 Scrambler because of 
the handling charaeteristics of its 
frame. This frame and the necessary 
rear suspension boosts the weight 
to around 240 pounds. 

The Flattracker’s engine output 
must be lowered by five or six horse 
power to provide the flexibility de- 








manded by the twist and tum TT 
course. This power is available all 
the way from 5,000 to 10,000 rpm. 

Machines of this type were used 
by Glen Hayes and Bill Bell (the 
same) to earn district 37’s number 
five and twenty-one plates in 1964. 


CEMENT TOO 

Eddie Wirth used a Honda CB 
160 prepared by L.B. Honda to earn 
the number four spot in the April 
ninth running of the Long Beach In- 
door Short Track. This bike was 
modified only to the extent of re- 
moving all extra weight and install- 
ing the proper seat, tank, handle 
bars, cross-over exhaust pipes, and 
a good dyno tune-up. 

When asked what potential the 
Honda CB 450 might have for the 
half-mile, Bill Bell grinned and ad- 
mitted only to having one in the 
planning stage. **I don't want to put 
one on the track until I know it's 
ready, and that probably won't be 
until the 1967 season.'' 

From what he said, it should 
only be necessary to strip the bike 
to the bare bones, make the usual 
flat track modifications (rigid rear 
end, cross-over pipes etc.), and find 
an extra ten or twelve horse power, 
boosting the output to 50-55 snarling, 
tiger-type horses. 

If this be the case, then whoever 
they put on this beast may be the 
man to watch in ‘67 because Bill

Run- 
ning allover the country and winning 
also has many advantages. 

We don't really know which is 
more difficult. Trying to beat Sammy 
every week at Ascot is as difficult as 
going to a different track every Sun- 
day and meeting all the best riders, 
except Tanner. 

National champions have never 
really received their just due as top 
winners in their chosen sport. Ask the 
first ten guys you meet on any street 
who the present champ is and odds 
are that he won't even know they 
are racing cycles anywhere. 

Therefore, the only thing that makes 
it all worthwhile is the ever lovin’ 
dollar which Tanner seems to make in 
large bundles every week at Ascot, 
win or lose. 

He also has no travel expenses, 
no motel bills and spends less than 
four hours per week running around

that way week after week. They may 
change a tire once in:awhile or do a 
valve and ring job, but not much more. 

Racing at Ascot every week does 
have its advantages if you are a 
winner. How about the rest of the 
riders? It must get pretty discouraging 
week after week to have dirt thrown 
all over you and take home a fraction 
of the purse. But that’s racing. Ascot 
still has more riders win main events 
than any other track going. Tanner 
receives, and rightly so, most of the 
glory, money and limelight. But he 
does have a great group of riders that 
make up the supporting cast. 

The semi-main last week was the 
prime example of this. Eddie Wirth, 
Jim Nicholson and Chris Draayer put 
on every bit as good a race as has 
been run at Ascot in a long time. It 
was only the semi and all were tail- 
end Charlies in the final, but it was 
still racing that you seldom see any- 
where but at the local speed path.

MOTORCYCLE 
FUN GROUNDS

Most of us who ride motorcycles 
in the dirt know of one or two places 
not far from home where we go to 
practice sliding and jumping, where 
we can occasionally engage some- 
one in an impromptu speed contest, 
and otherwise generally work the 
poison out of our systems. 

Such “playgrounds” are not near- 
ly as well charted as the places we 
must keep out of. Not knowing about 
all of the many good riding grounds 
near their homes, some avid riders 
have not been getting as much fun 
as they would like to out of their 
motorcycle investment. 

MAP OF MOTORCYCLE FUN- 

GROUNDS 

To correct this, CYCLE NEWS is 
publishing a running guide to motor- 
cycle playgrounds, and calling on all 
readers and riders to share their 
knowledge with each other,

plete, the map of motorcycle fun- 
land, by writing a brief description 
of your favorite funground along with 
directions to it, advantages, limita 
tions and local taboos, if any, and if 
possible mark the area on a road map 
forus and send itin to CYCLE NEWS.

the bucks, here are my favorite fun- 
grounds, all within the L.A. Harbor 
area, 

DOMINGUEZ HILLS 


Just a pebble’s throw from Cycle 
News’ new office, between Wilmington 
and Compton juts the Dominguez 
Hills, shelf-like, about 30 to 60 feet 
higher than the surrounding flat pas- 
tures and oil lands that used to be- 
long to Senor Dominguez and his 
family. The hills are all that is left 
of the once-vast Dominguez rancho. 
The family mansion occupies one 
comer, bordering on Alameda Street 
and Dominguez Road. The residents 
and caretakers are kindly disposed 
toward motorcycles, but do not wish 
to be disturbed. Riders are directed 
to the Northeast corner of the estate, 
bordering on Alameda and 64th 
streets. It can be entered from Ala- 


meda or Wilmington Ave., which 
parallels Alameda on the West. 

Leading off the tractor trails in- 
side the playground are networks of 
hilly trails, leading to, and some- 
times through, every imaginable kind 
of terrain except rocks. There are 
good practice sand washes (not too 
deep), a flat, ultra-smooth sliding 
floor, a tiny lake for a water hazard 
and all kinds of hillclimb hills up to 
a height of about 60 feet. 

Even the loudest two-stroke can 
run unmuffled in the northeast corner, 
but any bike that is ridden in best 
have some kind of silencer. The roads 
in and out all lead past farmers’ 
houses and if they are willing to 
share their lands with us we should 
honor their peace and quiet. 

Any Saturday and Sunday finds a 
mixed bag of bike riders in the hills, 
so watch out for learners. There

aren't any keep-out signs, but the 
nursery on top of one of the hills 
and residents' properties are off lim- 
its by unspoken agreement. 


PALOS VERDES PENINSULA 


This playground and the one fol- 
lowing are places where we used to 
test bikes for Cycle World magazine. 
Both are on-again-off-again play- 
grounds, which are sometimes pad- 
locked and sometimes not. The offi- 
cial attitude toward motorcycle use 
is still pending, so we advise you to 
use discretion entering and leaving. 

The P.V. playground is on a cliff 
below Palos Verdes Drive and cannot 
be seen from the pavement. It is 
barely possible to drive a car down 
the road leading into it in dry wea- 
ther, but not if you care for your 
undercarriage. 

Look forasmall concrete building 
on the seaside of the road, surrounded 
by farmland. There is a dirt road on 


either side of the concrete building, 
which houses telephone equipment. 
Either road will get you there and 
one is no better than the other. Fol- 
low the dirt road to the cliff’s edge 
and you'll be there. You'll find a 
Scoop-shaped valley edged by a few 
steep trails through the cactus and 
some short, high-speed dirt roads. 
There are various hills to climb and 
a scrambles course with two or three 
alternate loops. If the scenery looks 
familiar it's because you've been 
seeing it in the background of Cycle 
World scrambler test pictures. 

The ground is loose shale, rather 
dusty unless it has just rained. Slow 
down if you can't see where you're 
going...one peep over the cliff will 
make a believer of you. 

Keep the noise down until you're 
well inside, and of course stay out 
of any field that looks like a farm.

MORE FAVORITE GROUNDS 

I would like to tell you about my fa- 
vorite ‘‘motorcycle playground”, the 
Little Sand Creek national forest area. 
To get there take Highland Ave. in San 
Bernardino east to Sterling Ave., go 
north to the end of Sterling, turn right 
on Foothill and go approximately 4% mile 
east. 

There are many good dirt roads and 
uncountable trails winding up through 
the scenic, tree-covered hills. It is a 
hillclimbers paradise with many hills to 
challenge riders of all degrees of ability. 
To the east is the Little Sand Creek fire 
road which cuts through the foothills for 
about 6 miles. There is even a short, 
improvised scrambles track and the **roll- 
a-coaster'", a series of 5 foot jumps 
spaced about 4 feet apart and going 
slightly uphill. 

The area covers about 4 square miles. 
It is a good idea to use a muffler and 
under no circumstances go in the summer 
when the area closed because of fire 
danger.
